All up and down Europe May day was celebrated 
by more or less rictous groups of proletarians. 
Since the day was established in 1890 as an inter-

tionalized. In Paris there is always a riot and it 
always means nothing beyond a few broken heads. 
the trees into chunks of convenient size, which 
they hurl at the police. If baseball were 
national game in’France the casualties would be 
enormous. Eventually a policeman is hit, and 
he and his comrades charge the mob with much 
waving of capes and naked bayonets. The prole- 
tariat beats it and the police apply the flat of the 
bayonet to the most available portions of the 
fugitives. 

Sometimes the riot is more severe and some- 
times less. In either event it servesias an annual 
reminder to Buropeans generally that the kind of 
people who advocate revolution are grotesquely 
incapable of self-control, to say nothing of control 
of others. 

It is scarcely surprifing that such a celebration 
has never taken hold tn America in spite of all’ 
the efforts to establish it. We have our own Labor 
day in September, intended not to terrify any- 
body but to emphasize the dignity of labor and 
to express the debt of America to those who built 
it. Where the European celebration tends to split 
nations into factions ours makes for national 
Solidarity. © ; 

Those who believe—because they have been told 
to—that there is a definite and permanent class 
cleavage and that classes must forever war against 
one another will find the Buropean celebration 
exactly to their liking. It \emphasizes the class 
conflict. To Americans that aspect of Marxism 
must always be stupidly doctrinaire. It does not 
correspond to the facts of American life as all 
of us have seen them. The idea that an American 
workman has more in common with a Chinese 
workman, or even a French workman. than he 
has with his own fellow countrymen is on its face 
absurd, The skilled mechanics of our trades 
unions know they have more wealth, more politi- 
cal power, more social prestige than the workmen 
in any other land. It was their will which barred 
from our shores not only the products of cheap 
foreign labor but the foreign workmen themselves. 
That “was revolutionary in America, where immi-

Two days ieter, 
while funeral services for Georghief 
were being conducted in Sveti Kral 
cathedral, where many governmment of- 
ficials and dignitaries had assembled, 
a bomb was exploded and 160 persons 
were killed.] 


Open Bomb Outrage Trial. 

The court martial trial of persons ac- 
cused of being responsible for the 
bombing of the Sveti ta cathedral 
began here today. 

The trial is being held in a hall in 
the artillery barracks, witha court 
composed of.three colonels as jurists, 
a captain as prosecutor, and two cap- 
tains as defense attorneys. 

Sacristan Freedman of the cathedral 
and the communist leader Petrini are 
the only defendants in the hands of the 
authorities, as the others have been 
killed or have escaped. ‘The courtroom 
was so crowded with local and foreign 
newspaper correspondents that little 
room remained for spectators. 

Peasaffts Condemn Assassinations. 


The organ of the peasants’ party has 
published an emphatic denial that the 
party has been an accomplice’ in the 
recently attempted assassinations. The 
peasants’ party condemns all similar 
criminal measures, the statement con- 
tinued. 

According to tne peasants’ party 
journal all plots, such as those upon 
the life of King Boris, are instigated 
by persons financed from Moscow.

Sister Corroborates Story. 

After the young wife finished, her 
18 year old sister, Carolyn Lundstrom, 
took the stand and corroborated the 
story. Carolyn is accused ag an acces- 
gory in the felony ‘of acid throwing. 
The two persons who jointly signed 
the complaint against them, Darby 
Day Jr. and his mother, Mrs. Darby 
Day .Sr. of Chicago, listened closely to 
the sisters. 

“I bought the acid to commit sul- 
cide,” Mrs. Darby Day Jr. testified. 

“But you gave the druggist the 
name of Lane,”. from’ Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney H. 8S. G. McCartney. 
_“I wouldn't commit suicide under 
my own name,” was the reply. 

Calls Tt an Accident. 

“I never threw the acid deliberate 
ly,” she went on. “ Darby started the 
motor as‘I took the bottle from my 
pocket. The movement caused it to 
Splash over him. It splashed over me, 
toc. He jammed on the brakes and 
got out. I heard his mother exclaim. 

“TI knew I wasn’t wanted there and 
the acid was burning me terribly. So 
I went to a drug store with my sister 
to get it treated. She had been driving 
the car around the block, waiting for 
me to finish my interview with Darby. 
We got lost in Beverly Hills and 
couldn’t find a drug store for a while.” 

The witness walked from the box to 
display scars on her face and neck to 
the jury of eight elderly men and four 
women. She also pointed out holes in 
the cape and hat she wore the night of 
Feb. 23, and asserted they were burned 
by the acid. 

She Drank Some Veronal. 
“We finally got to a drug étore,”’ the 
witness said. “I bought two bottles 
of veronal, and swallowed them with- 
out Carolyn’s 
after that I became unconscious.” 

Testimony was concluded this after- 
noon, and the jury will get the fate of 
the sisters Monday following the clos- 
ing arguments, If adjudged guilty the 
sisters are said to be liable to sen- 
tences ranging from one to fourteen 
years, .
